ADJUSTABLE SHELF-DESK. 


on reading, not only for pleasure, but 
also for research. Libraries are well 
patronized, not only by the college stu¬ 
dent examining reference books, but 
also by his more unfortunate brother 
who cannot afford a college course. 
This does not keep the latter from 
reading all he can, and the demand for 
more libraries is constantly heard. A 
frequenter of libraries has patented the 
adjustable shelf-desk shown iu the il¬ 
lustration, and its advantages will be 
readily nppurent. Such a device is 
often wanted when examining books 
on the many shelves. It is extremely 
simple in construction and can be in¬ 
stantly moved from one shelf lo an¬ 
other and placed where most conven¬ 
ient. A shelf-desk, as the inventor 
calls it, for holding the book is fast¬ 
ened to and supported by brackets, 
these brackets being shaped to con¬ 
form to tlie size of the shelf. The end 
of the bracket which fits into the book¬ 
shelf is divided Into two arms, the 
upper arm being shorter than the low¬ 
er arm—the upper arm bearing against 
the upper side of the shelf and the 
lower one below the shelf. A clamp¬ 
ing screw can also be affixed, but this 
is not absolutely necessary, as the arms 
are sufficient to hold the shelf-desk in 
position, tlie user removing and plac¬ 
ing it where most convenient.

LONDON’S CHILD WORKERS. 


Quaint Occupations by Which Many 
Little Toilers Barn Pittances. 

Poor children hit upon queer expedi¬ 
ents when they must help to tnnke 
ends meet. 

In the East End of London a boy 
was found taking the place of a blind 
man's dog. He did not simply lead 
the blind man to and from some 
“pitch" two or three times a day or 
walk him down a gutter in the even¬ 
ings. He was with him all the time, 
and part of the time the blind man 
passed In public houses, where charity 
it seems, is sometimes freer than in 
the streets. When found and sent to 
school again tills boy confessed that 
he had led tlie mendicant about for 
twelve, hours every day, a few hours 
on Sunday mornings-excepted. He had 
been employed eighty hours in the 
week for 3s. lid. The standard rale is 
a penny an hour. 

The “Hard Nanny girls" of Manches¬ 
ter and Liverpool, like the more estab¬ 
lished class of step cleaners in third- 
rate London suburbs, owe their trade 
to the discovery that many people too 
poor to keep a servant are yet too 
proud to be seen doing housework. 
The pay Is a penny a step, and In 
Finsbury girls are known who earn as 
much as 18 pence In a morning. They 
go to school tired. 

The strictness of the Jewish Sab¬ 
bath has evoked a class of child work¬ 
ers known as Jews' fire lighters. These 
are girls who make the house fires for 
Jewish women on Saturday mornings, 
or boys who hank up the fires of Jew¬ 
ish bakeries. The work is light, and 
they earn a shilling or two by a morn¬ 
ing’s work. 

It is noteworthy that there are no 
complaints of work interfering with 
the schooling of Jewish children. They 
do little, except to cany bundles for 
their parents. 

These humble industries. In most of 
which, though not in all. there are vic¬ 
tims of long hours, have grades und 
social differences no less marked than 
any in the great world. 

It is a shade more respectable to sell 
chips than to run about the streets 
with matches, which ranks next to 
begging. To trundle a barrow with 
cats’ meat is to have a trade. The 
newsboy, selling a known article, looks 
down upon those casual peddlers of 


the retail markets, common tn all The 
poorer parts of London, who deal on 
commission Sri studs and boot laces 
for the stallholders. Much higher in 
tlie scale, van boys think small beer i 
of errand boys, ami the contemptuous ' 
1 pity of the choir boy for boys employ- 
, ed in theaters is superior to considers- 
] Rons of pay. 

The common sense of this Is that 
j child workers are drawn from many 
social strata' To sell songs a boy i 
I .nhirt have capital or credit to the ex¬ 
tent of 3d. For cough tablets the sum 1 
cf TV..d. The hours worked have noth 
!ng to do with the case. On an aver¬ 
age the 8,000 schoolboys in London 
shops work long°r than the 15,000 or j 
20,u00 who haunt the markets. 

These informal and toll-less markets 
of the side streets, of which there are 
no fewer than 130 in the metropolitan 
urea, swarm with boys and girls to j 
the latest hour of night. Attendance 
officers rarely try an inglorious hunt j 
there, and the police never. There is 
J a by-law of the London County Coun¬ 
cil forbidding girls under Hi und boys 
under 14 to sell in the streets after 9 
p. in., but it has broken down at a 
weak point; it requires proof of "the ! 
consent and knowledge of the par¬ 
ents.” Boys who like the life go from 
one market to another and sleep out. 
It is hard to run them down. There 
have been eases of boys frequenting 
such markets for seventy hours week¬ 
ly- 

other boys have set up a new trade 
there, that of replenishing costermon-1 
gers' lauips with oil at a penny each. 

It is an irony that children work tin- 
conscionable hours at making chil¬ 
dren's toys. A boy who paints the 
wooden ones has no playtime, and 
gets no pocket money. Another boy 
cuts wire and tin for nothing thirty- 
two hours a week to make the penny 
grimeracks Ills father show9 on a 
board in Ludgate Hill. ' 

Pantomime children earn from Is. to 
3s. lid. per week—as the theater is out 
of the way or central, and they are 
small or big. Call boys are worth 3s. 
or 3s. lid., at least, and the actors tip 
them well. Many working lads go 1 
later still to bed than they do. Be¬ 
sides, who has numbered the illustri¬ 
ous men that once were call boys, from 
Mr. Toole to Shakspeare? In days 
gone by they did not usually get off 
with four-and-twenty hours a week, 
and the same amount of time spent in : 
mangling is paid with Is. (id. 

Christmas crackers are made up in 
poor homes, by women who would > 
earn more if they were strong enough 1 
to take in washing. Weary little chaps 1 
help with these, too. How much bet- : 
ter it must be. though still a little tire- I 
some when the novelty goes, to work ' 
on a merry-go-round till 11 at night

City Planting a Forest. 

I.os Angeles, Cal., has .'3,000 acres of 
brush land called Griffith Park, which 
it intends to convert into commercial 
forest. This will be the first instance 
of a city iu the United States creating 
a forest, says the Detroit News-Trib¬ 
une. The practice is quite common in 
Europe, where the forest parks have 
not only contributed to the pleasure o( 
the people, but have boon more than 
self-supporting through tlieir timber 
output.
